'o contest an election upon the ground stated 
1 simply a declaration that the will of the 
ieople is to be defeated. The very word 
'elect" is moat significant in this connection. 
Svery intelligent citizen knows what was 
he sentiment of each voter who marked a 
uross at the top of the tickets upon which 
lice's name appeared. If an election is de- 
igned to accomplish one thing more than 
another it is to afford every oitiien the right 
to express freely his preference for candi- 
dates at the polls. The very secrecy of the 
ballot puts the voter in very much, the same 
>osltion as a testator, whose intent is the 
chief thing to be sought for when the 
language of a will may be ambiguous. Every 
man who voted for Rice meant ^o do so. 
there ton't the shadow of a doubt as to his 
majority. 
The Democrat sayg that it has no 


knowledge as to whether Hagerty intends to 
press the matter. Under the circumstances 
it would seem to be wise for him to disregard 
counsel in that direction.

Charles W. Stone, it is true, was the recip- 
ient of the votes of Bucks county's delega- 
tion at the State Convention, but the rest of 
the State did not entertain the same regard 
for his qualifications for the Gubernatorial 
nomination as did the representatives of 
Bucks. Defeated at Harrisburg, Mr. Stone 
went to his home and engaged in the Con- 
gressional contest with "Joe" Sibley, the 
free silver advocate, and again suffered over- 
whelming defeat. C. W. Stone's record has 
been clean, but lacks brilliancy. 
There are 


plenty of more fitting men for the position 
than the Warren Congressman, and the next 
Legislature will never endorse the Intelli- 
gencer's proposition. 


Colonel James Hamilton Lewis, of Seattle, 


whose egotism was of such a nature so to 
cause him to be placed in the category of 
Congressional buffoons, was overwhelmingly 
defeated for re-election in the Slate of 
Washingtoh by Francis W. Cushman, a ster- 
ling Republioan of Tacoma. The Spokane 
Chronicle exalte over "Dude" Lewis's defeat 
as follows: 


The frauds and shams have been buried 


by a political revolution of almost unpar- 
alleled magnitude. To overcome a fusion 
majority of 12,500 in a total vote of 90,000 
was equivalent to wiping out a majority of 
200,000 in New York State.

ABILITY OF MB OOVEENOB-EtECT.

Of all the men who have been Governor of 


Pennsylvania not one was more domestic in 
is habits than Colonel William A. Stone, who 


is now arranging to move from Washington 
to the Executive Mansion at Harrisburg. 
He was married twice. His first wife was 
Ellen Stevens, daughter of Exera Stevens, a 
Farmer living near Wellsboro, Tioga county. 
They were married in 1870 and two children 
were the result of their union. They are 
Stephen Stone, a practicing young attorney 
of Pittaburg, and Mrs Harriett Hiokling, 
wife of Dr. D. Perry Hickling, a prominent 
physician of Washington. 


In 1877 Colonel Stone, who was then Dis- 


trict Attorney of Tioga county, seeing that 
there was but little field for advancement in 
that place, moved to Pittsburg, where his 
wife died. In 1879 he married a daughter of 
Judge R. G. White, who for many years was 
the Presiding Judge of Tioga county. Six 
children resulted from this union. 


Colonel Stone was a member of the Fifty- 


seoond, Fifty-third, Fifty-fourth and Fifty- 
Sfth Congresses. Up to throe years ago he 
lived in a palatial home at 165 Fayette street, 
Allegheny. During the long session of Con- 
gress he found he had to be in Washington 
ill the time and he took a house at No. 1721 
Q street. 


Although Mrs. Stone likes to entertain and 


will probably give magnificent receptions 
during tier oBcial residence in Harrisburg, 
Colonel Stone does not care much for society. 
He would rather romp and "play horse"' 
with his children than wear a dress suit to a 
reception or dinner. 
When he lived in 


Allegheny he would go home from his law 
office and seldom left his house in the even- 
ing. Callers often found him with three or 
four children on his lap or back telling or 
reading stories suited to their 
youthful 


minds. If the children ordered it he would 
get down on all fours on the floor and ride 
the youngsters around the room on his bock. 
Playing with the children was recreation for 
him. 


At the outbreak of the civil war, though 


only 16 years of age, he enlisted in the 
Union army and went to the front with the 
Army of the Potomac and participated in a 
number of battles, securing the commission 
of second lieutenant of Company A, of the 
Oue Hundred and Eighty-seventh Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers by bravery on the field. 
After the war he associated himself with 
the State National Guard and was commis- 
sioned a lieutenant colonel. 


Some years after the war he entered the 


Normal School at Mansfield, Tioga county, 
taught school for a while and then read law 
at Wellsboro, where he was admitted to the 
bar in 1870. 
Since then he has been eu 


gaged in the practice of his profession at 
Wellsboro and susequently at Piftsburg. He 
was elected District Attorney of Tioga coun- 
ty soon after his admission to the bar. He 
resigned the District Attorneyship in 1878 
to settle in Piltsburg. 
He was appointed 


United States Attorney for the Western dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania by President Hayes 
and was reappointed by President Arthur. 
President Cleveland, however removed him 
from office because of some speeches he madi 
in the Beuver Gubernatorial campaign 
Colonel Stone then resumed his private prac- 
tice. 


In June, 1890, he was nominated for Con- 


gress in place of the late Thomas M. Bayne, 
who declined after receiving the nomination 
from the convention. 


Aa a member of the judiciary committee 


of the Fifty-third Congress he gave the 
friends of tbe restricted immigration bill 
much encouragement by securing the pas- 
sage of his bill through the House. Failing 
to get the immigration committee to repori 
it, lie had it reported to his own committee 
by consent of the House, obtained a favorable 
report on it and had it on the calendar betore 
the enemies of the measure were aware ol 
his purpose. Then they bent every effort to 
defeat it, but when its enemies had gone over 
to the Senate to hear Senator Hill speak he 
passed it. 
Word was sent to his opponents 


but when they rushed back to the House they 
were too late. 


This gave the Stone bill great prominence. 


Colonel Stone has worked hard since he first 
went to Congress to secure the passage of the 
law to restrict immigration, and it was 
mainly through his efforts that a bill was 
passed. 


Colonel Stone cares little for the amenities 


of so-called social life, though he occasionally 
goes out with his wife, of whom he is very 
proud. She has youth, beauty and enthu- 
siasm and if deeply interested in her hus- 
band's career and success. She is a grace- 
ful hostess and the men of brains and brill- 
iancy that are so sadly lacking at tbe ordi- 
nary run of teas and receptions are always 
to be met with in goodly numbers in her 
drawing room. She dresses in the perfection 
of taste and has no more fastidious critic nor 
ardent admirer than her husband. 


Colonel Stone divides his evenings among 


his wife, children and books. He is an om- 
niverous reader, never making a railroad 
journey without the companionship of a book. 
On one of his reeent trips from here to Pitts- 
burg he was immersed in the "Seats of the 
Mighty." 
He has so decided a penchant for 


books of adventure that there is a standing 
order at the library for literature of that 
description. It is this bent possibly that 
makes him so fascinating a story-teller lo 
children.

Yhi Library: 


The meeting of the shareholders of the 


Bristol Library, held last Thursday evening 
,n the Library room, was fairly well attend- 
ed. A deep interest-was taken in the pro- 
ceedings. The predominant sentiment was 
favorable to continuing the Library, and to 
devising measures having that end iu view. 


J. K. Wildmap, president o!f the Library, 


occupied the chair, and Jesse 0. Thomas, 
secretary, took note of the proceedings. A. 
Weir Gilkeson, Esq., was the first to take the 
floor. H.e clearly and fully acquainted the 
meeting with the condition of the Library, 
its resources and expenses, 
Ha financial 


needs and financial weaknesses, and made it 
evident that something must be done in or- 
der to assure its continued distance. The 
detailed statistics that he presented, extend- 
ing over a long period, were valuable and 
interesting, having been prepared with great 
care, and which tended to show that the 
Library had not been self-supporting, bi t 
depended on contributions or entertainments 
to augment its necessaiy resources. Mr. 
Gilkeson's remarks, teeming with cold, sol- 
id facts from which there was no-escape, 
were not of a nature to inspire hope or flat- 
ter with cheer. 


George A. Shoemaker, in addressing the 


meeting, acknowledged the unpromising con- 
dition of affairs, but wisely took the ground 
that it was possible to devise measures to 
meet the necessities of the Library and give 
it a fresh tenure of life. He deplored tbe 
fact that it was not more generously patro- 
nized, and wished that something might be 
done to extend its usefulness and make U at- 
tractive to a larger circle of readers. In 
subsequent remarks he made a pledge touch- 
ing a liberal purchase of readerships that 
had the right ring, indicating his well-known 
spirit of genersity, and desire to promote 
the public good. 


The president, referring to the fact that 


hitherto the Library had largely depended 
on entertainments to help supply its treasury, 
asked if the days of entertainments were 


r. 
Knowing that all worthy enterprises 


involved hard work and well-directed exer- 
tion.he believed that there wei e willing hands 
that would not shrink from needed effoit in 
this case, and he felt that there was no rea- 
son to be discouraged or to believe that the 
Library could not be sustained in the future 
as it had been m the past. 
He appealed to 


the ladies present who were largely in a ma- 
jority to give expression to their views, and 
especially on the subject of entertainments. 


Miss Fawke wjis of the opinion that a re- 


duction iu the price of readerships from $1.50 
to $1 might have a good effect, and this sug- 
gestion subsequently took the form of a mo- 
tion, referring the subject to the board of 
managers for their action. 


A letter that had been received from Har- 


old Peirce was read, in which he stated that 
he would consider it an everlasting disgrace 
to Bristol to have the Library closed, and 
that, as one who is interested in Bristol, he 
would be willing to contribute regularly for 
five years to a guarantee fund sufficient to 
keep the Library m proper shape. Tlie let- 
ter will be referred to the Boaid of Mana- 
gers. It forcibly reflects the known libera- 
lity of HaroULPeirce. 


Rev. Dr. Alisbn was invited to speak. 
He 


was earnestly in favor of continuing the Lib- 
rary, and thought with Mr. Peirce that it 
would be a disgrace to close it. He heartily 
commended much that had been said by 
those who had spoken, and thought it well 
to be so fully enlightened in regard to the 
condition and needs of the Library. 
He was 


emphatic m his belief that something would 
be done to keep it in successful operation. 
His good words were highly encouraging. 
After much interchange of thought and ex- 
pression of views, by one and another, Dr. 
Alison made a motion in favor of continuing 
the Library which was unanimously adopted. 
Mr. Gilkeson then moved that a committee 
of five be appointed by the chair to take ac- 
tion in regard to entertainments, and to re- 
port at the December meeting of the Board 
of Manager. This was adopted, and the 
following were appointed aa the committee : 
Mrs. Shoemaker, Miss Hawke, Misa Gilke- 
son, Miss Lawrence and Miss Laura Wood. 
After a few jemarks by the president who 
stated that he believed that the meeting had 
been useful and would do good, causing en- 
couragement to take the place of discourage- 
ment in his own and other minds, and who 
hoped that the action of the committee would 
lead to good results advantageous to the Lib- 
rary, the meeting adjourned.

Removing Knit From Iron. 


The accumulation of rnst on iron ar- 


ticles in eo annoying that any simple 
prooesg at removing it will be received 
.with great imtisfDotion by a large num- 
ber of perilous. The following direction* 
are given: Attach a piece of ordinary 
duo to the articles and then let them 
lie in water to which a little sulphuric 
•old is added. They should bo left im- 
mersed for Beveral days or a week, until 
the mat has entirely disappeared, the 
time depending on how deeply they 
were rusted. If there is mnoh mat, a 
'little sulphuric acid should be added 
eooasionally. The essential part of the 
process is that the zinc must be in good 
electrical contact with the iron. A good 
-way is to twist an iron wire tightly 
•round the object and connect this with 
the zino, for which a remnant of a bat- 
tery zino is suitable, us it has a binding

>• Besides the simplicity of this process, 
it has the great advantage that the iron 
itself is not attacked in the least as long 
as the zino is in good electrical contact 
with it. Delicate pieces of mechanism 
which have become badly rusted can be 
cleaned by wrapping a galvanized wire 
around thorn instead of the zino, in 
which case the acid should not be too 
strong. 'When the rust is all out off, the 
articles will appear dark gray or black. 
They most then be thoroughly washed 
and oiled. It is well to warm them 
slightly when dry so that the oil may 
the mote easily sink into the surface. 
Where there jare sharp edges and fine 
work this process is said to be eminent- 
ly satisfactory.— New York Ledger.

Clothe»pln». 


Clothespins are an American com- 


modity. Some clothespins ore made in 
Sweden and in Scotland, but they are 
big and clumsy, twice the size of the 
American pins and whittled ont by 
hand. Clothespins are made chiefly of 
beech and of maple, but some are made 
of tapelo wood. They are made entirely 
by machinery, counted into boxea con- 
taining 720 each by machinery, and the 
boxes are nailed tip by machinery. It 
might) almost be said that blocks of 
wood fed to machines at one end come 
ont boxed clothespins at the other. They 
are made and sold wonderfully cheap. 


There are two grades of clothespins, 


firsts and seconds. First grade pins can 
be bought for 85 cents a box. The pro 
dnotton of clothespins is enormous, mil- 
lions of boxes annually. The oonenmp- 
tion in this country keeps pace1 with the 
growth of the) population, and great 
nanibera1 are exported. Even people in 
the trade wonder what becomes of all 
the clothespins.
